First Section From 
City To West Point 
Set At $ 1 0 Million 


The State Highway Department 
at Columbus has approved the fin­ 
al engineering report on a $35 mil­ 
lion project that calls for a brand 
new Route 30 entirely across Co­ 
lumbiana County — beginning at 
East Liverpool — and expects to 
let the first construction contracts 
in 1960 and 1961. 
That report was given to t h e 
roads and streets committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce late 
Wednesday afternoon by W. E. 
Quicksall, head of the Highway 
Department’s Division II office at 
New 
Philadelphia, 
a n d 
Lewis 
(Jack) Kimble, chief of location 
and design. 
If funds are not available to con­ 
struct the entire improvement at 
once — which is likely — the divis­ 
ion office will recommend the first 
improvement be made near East 
Liverpool—the area in which tho 
greatest need lies, Quicksall said. 
From a point near the north city 
limits here to a point near Lisbon, 
the plans call for a four - land 
limited access highway. From the 
point near Lisbon west to the 
Stark County line, it would be two 
lanes on a four - lane right - of- 
way, at least for the present. 
Estimates show the first 7 miles 
of the improvement — from East 
Liverpool to near West Point — 
would cost approximately $10 mil­ 
lion. From there to the end of the 
four - lane roadway just northeast 
of Lisbon, the cost would be an­ 
other $10 to $15 million. 
The new highway would s t a r t 
near the East Liverpool city lim­ 
its, joining the north end of a four- 
lane freeway the city expects to 
construct in co - operation with 
the Highway Department. In Cali­ 
fornia Hollow, it would roughly 
parallel the present c o u r s e of 
Route 30 to a point beyond Co­ 
lumbiana County Memorial Park.

Commu nications 
Commission 
and 
other fed eral regu latory agencies m ay hav e 
d one contrary to good practice and the legis­ 
lativ e intent of Congress. 
The personality of the Hou se su bcomm ittee 
cou nsel ru nning the inv estigation of the agen­ 
cies seem s to hav e got in the way of the 
congressional microscope. 
That is the only apparent ex planation for 
the firework s that hav e been ex plod ing be­ 
hind closed d oors and leak ing fu mes throu gh 
the transom s. 
There 
is 
ev id ence, 
also, 
that 
Bernard 
Schwartz, the su bcom m ittee 
cou nsel, 
m ay 
hav e been as u pset by the ex plosions as some 
of the com m ittee m em bers. He obv iou sly was 
mov ed d eeply enou gh to m ak e statem ents and 
d ecisions of an ex trem e natu re; in fact, to 
tell in ad v ance what he was su re he cou ld 
prov e before he had started to d o the prov ing. 
There is agreem ent 
now that so mu ch 
smok e has been em itted by w hatev er hap­ 
pened behind the closed d oors that either the 
Hou se, or the Senate, or both will hav e to 
open the d oor and m ak e a thorou gh inv esti­ 
gation of the sou rce of the smok e. 


Althou gh the fed eral regu latory agencies 


are not the sole responsibility of the ad m ini­ 


stration in power, becau se their m em bers are 


appointed to the agencies for fix ed term s 


that ov erlap changes in the White Hou se, the 


ad m inistration in power is responsible for the 
cond u ct of agency m em bers, who are m em ­ 
bers of the ex ecu tiv e branch. 
It is responsible as well for any u nd u e in­ 
flu ence that m ay be ex erted on the agencies 
by any other m em bers 
of 
the 
ex ecu tiv e 
branch. Congress, of cou rse, has the recog­ 
nized right to cond u ct inv estigations that 
might d isclose u nd u e influ ence. 
Bu t its inv estigativ e power, being asserted 
by hu man beings who also are in politics, 
cannot be d isassociated from personalities. 
This is not the first tim e congressm en hav e 
set ou t to point accu sing fingers at someone 
else and end ed u p by jabbing their fingers 
in one another’s ey es. 
It is not the first tim e, either, 
that the 
attitu d es and practices of an inv estigating 
com m ittee cou nsel hav e set 
off 
fire \^ rk s 
behind closed d oors — with 
the 
smell of 
smok e leak ing throu gh the transom . 


Time To Mend So me Machinery 


This is the m ain thing to rem em ber abou t 
any gov ernment-sponsored project to improv e 
economic cond itions; That economic cond itions 
cannot be improv ed by gov ernm ent. 
All that gov ernm ent can d o at best is d ole 
ou t sed ativ es to m ak e cond itions that need 
im prov ing easier to bear. 
At worst, gov ernm ent can worsen cond itions 
by d oling ou t the wrong k ind of sed ativ es. 
They are the k ind that weak en the confi­ 
d ence of priv ate enterprise in im m ed iate and 
long-range prospects for stepping u p its rates 
of prod u ctiv e, profit-m ak ing enterprise. 
The problem in Washington now — and the 
problem that will be ev ery where if the eco­ 
nomic slu mp is prolonged — is how to 
strengthen confid ence. 
It is how to k eep political panaceas, not all 
of them offered in good faith, at arm ’s length. 
It is how to av ert the slu mp of the ’30s 
when natu ral recov ery from a collapse was 
block ed by forcing an ailing economy to swal­ 
low m assiv e d renches of d opes and pu rgativ es 
ad m inistered by a swarm of economic witch 
d octors. 
It is one thing to d eal compassionately with 
u nemploy m ent for hu m anitarian reasons. It is 
another thing to u se u nemploy ment as an 


ex cu se to d o rad ical su rgery on the nation’s 
economy . That was d one ex tensiv ely in the 
’30s. It m u st not be perm itted again. 
The first ov ert mov e by the Eisenhower ad ­ 
m inistration to ease the m isery of u nemploy ­ 
m ent is a program of postoffice mod ernization. 
This can be lik ened to a program to m end the 
m achinery d u ring a slack period — the m a­ 
chinery of a d epartm ent of gov ernm ent, in this 
instance. 
^ 
It is the k ind of gov ernment - ad m inistered 
help which all economists agree is genu inely 
helpfu l, becau se it prov id es both d irect and in­ 
d irect employ ment in priv ate enterprise. 
It was d one ex tensiv ely in the ’30s, when 
hu nd red s of new postoffices were bu ilt. They 
were need ed . They wou ld hav e had to be bu ilt 
any way . They constitu ted an id eal pu blic work 
project, as they d o now — or as they can d o 
now if a program can be whipped into action 
in jib-time. 
Any thing that might slow it d own, lik e the 
string attached for an increase in Inter-city 
postage to 5 cents, m u st be sid estepped . TTie 
first ord er of bu siness is to hu stle things to 
the point where ord ers for bu ild ing m aterials 
and new eq u ipm ent will prov id e re-employ ­ 
ment. 


Uiiaiiswered Questio ns In New Yo rk 


It still is not k nown how the New York City 


hoard of ed u cation policy of su spend ing all 


stu d ents accu sed of crim es of v iolence and in­ 


su bord ination will fit in with state compu lsory 


ed u cation lav 's. 
State au thorities hav e giv en ta rt notice to 


the New York City ed u cators that they cannot 


shu ck off wrong-d oers withou t v iolating state 


law ; that they are obligated to consid er the 


wrong-d oer as stu d ents u ntil the latter hav e 


been com m itted to institu tions.

28 1 billion in fiscal 195 5 bu t again 
in fiscal 195 6 the T reasu ry was 
scraping the ceiling and that now 
the problem is m ore acu te than 
ev er. 
An ex am ination of what is m eant 
by his ex pression “ relativ ely cost­ 
ly ex ped ients,” along with an ex ­ 
am ination of what the real d ebt 
am ou nts to, ind icates 
that 
the 
ceiling itself is an “ ex ped ient” and 
not a v ery su bstantial one. 


THERE ARE certain practices 
(perhaps these are the “ ex ped i­ 
ents” ) which hav e become habits 
—ev en well d ev eloped techniq u es. 
Here are fou r of the.se; 
1. Two or three y ears ago the 
D epartm ent of Agricu ltu re throu gh 
the CCC u sed its great piles of 
u nneed ed food and f i b e r , for 
which it paid ou t im m ense su ms 
to farm ers as collateral, to get 
loans from priv ate bank s. Appar­ 
ently this d id not affect the d ebt 
limit. Bu t it m ortgaged gov ern­ 
m ent property to get m ore money 
to spend . In reality gov ernm ent 
d ebt was actu ally increased , how­ 
ev er. It seem s that this method 
was so cu m bersom e and 
costly 
that it has since been giv en u p. 
2. For a long tim e the Fed eral 
National 
M ortgage 
Association 
bou ght second m ortgages, thereby 
helping the bu ild ing trad es in in­ 
creasing am ou nts.

The presid ent m ay reject the 
“ ad v ice” and go ahead and sign a 
proposed treaty bu t u nless the Sen­ 
ate giv es its “ consent,” the d ocu ­ 
m ent is not bind ing thereafter on 
the United States in its relations 
with other gov ernments and cou n­ 
tries. 
As a conseq u ence of the word ing 
of the Constitu tion on thfs point, 
there has arisen in recent 
\ „ars a 
form u la whereby two or more sen­ 
ators accompany the head of any 
im portant foreign mission which is 
negotiating a treaty of v ital con­ 
cern to the United States. 
Presid ent Wilson was u rged to 
let some senators accompany him 
to Paris and was sev erely criticiz­ 
ed for his refu sal. Yet Presid ent 
Frank lin D. Roosev elt d isregard ed 
the lesson of that episod e and fail­ 
ed to tak e any senators with him 
to Y alta. To this d ay he is criti­ 
cized for that omission. 
If, to be su re, there’s to be a 
“ su m m it” conference, it can hard ­ 
ly be in conformity with either the 
letter or the spirit of the Constitu ­ 
tion u nless the Senate itself v otes 
to send two or m ore of its m em ­ 
bers to su ch a meeting to giv e the 
“ ad v ice” which the Senate is em ­ 
powered to offer d u ring the cou rse 
of any treaty -m ak ing. 


CERTAINLY it will not be argu ­ 
ed that the m atters to be d iscu ssed 
at the “ su m m it” m eeting will not 
inv olv e bind ing 
agreem ents 
and 
that conseq u ently it isn’t necessary 
for the Senate to participate. 
For the whole world has been 
told that the “ su m m it” conference 
is to be a m eans of solv ing the 
v ery critical problems that hav e 
arisen between the E ast and West, 
su ch as the scrapping of the NATO 
treaty in fav or of a new treaty to 
inclu d e the W arsaw P act cou ntries 
and the withd rawal of American 
forces from foreign bases in ,ex ­ 
change for some pled ge concern­ 
ing d isarm am ent on the part of 
the Sov iets. 
Plainly these su bjects are more 
im portant tod ay than the topics 
cov ered by any prev iou s agree­ 
m ents or treaties in the history of 
the United States. 
There can’t be tru ly a “ su m m it” 
m eeting, therefore, u ntil the Sen­ 
ate v otes to send its d elegates to 
sit along sid e th e . Presid ent—and 
that step hasn’t ev en been d is­ 
cu ssed in the Senate, thou gh the 
“ su m m it” m eeting cou ld be im ­ 
portant enou gh ev en for the m a­ 
jority and m inority lead ers them ­ 
selv es to attend .

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A Personality Got Iii The Way 


It still remains to be learned what the 
Federal Communications Commission 
and 
other federal regulatory agencies may have 
done contrary to good practice and the legis­ 
lative intent of Congress. 
The personality of the House subcommittee 
counsel running the investigation of the agen­ 
cies seems to have got in the way of the 
congressional microscope. 
That is the only apparent explanation for 
the fireworks that have been exploding be­ 
hind closed doors and leaking fumes through 
the transoms. 
There is 
evidence, 
also, 
that 
Bernard 
Schwartz, the subcommittee 
counsel, may 
have been as upset by the explosions as some 
of the committee members. He obviously was 
moved deeply enough to make statements and 
decisions of an extreme nature; in fact, to 
tell in advance what he was sure he could 
prove before he had started to do the proving. 
There is agreement now that so much 
smoke has been emitted by whatever hap­ 
pened behind the closed doors that either the 
House, or the Senate, or both will have to 
open the door and make a thorough investi­ 
gation of the source of the smoke. 


Although the federal regulatory agencies 
are not the sole responsibility of the admini­ 


stration in power, because their members are 


appointed to the agencies for fixed terms 


that overlap changes in the White House, the 
administration in power is responsible for the 
conduct of agency members, who are mem­ 
bers of the executive branch. 
It is responsible as well for any undue in­ 
fluence that may be exerted on the agencies 
by any other members 
of the 
executive 
branch. Congress, of course, has the recog­ 
nized right to conduct investigations that 
might disclose undue influence. 
But its investigative power, being asserted 
by human beings who also are in politics, 
cannot be disassociated from personalities. 
This is not the first time congressmen have 
set out to point accusing fingers at someone 
else and ended up by jabbing their fingers 
in one another’s eyes. 
It is not the first time, either, that the 
attitudes and practices of an investigating 
committee counsel have set off fireworks 
behind closed doors — with the smell of 
smoke leaking through the transom. 


Time To Mend Some Machinery 


This is the main thing to remember about 
any government-sponsored project to improve 
economic conditions: That economic conditions 
cannot be improved by government. 
All that government can do at best is dole 
out sedatives to make conditions that need 
improving easier to bear. 
At worst, government can worsen conditions 
by doling out the wrong kind of sedatives. 
They are the kind that weaken the confi­ 
dence of private enterprise in immediate and 
long-range prospects for stepping up its rates 
of productive, profit-making enterprise. 
The problem in Washington now — and the 
problem that will be everywhere if the eco­ 
nomic slump is prolonged — is how to 
strengthen confidence. 
It is how to keep political panaceas, not all 
of them offered in good faith, at arm ’s length. 
It is how to avert the slump of the ’30s 
when natural recovery from a collapse was 
blocked by forcing an ailing economy to swal­ 
low massive drenches of dopes and purgatives 
administered by a swarm of economic witch 
doctors. 
It is one thing to deal compassionately with 
unemployment for humanitarian reasons. It is 
another thing to use unemployment as an 


excuse to do radical surgery on the nation’s 
economy. That was done extensively in the 
*30s. It must not be permitted again. 
The first overt move by the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration to ease the misery of unemploy­ 
ment is a program of postoffice modernization. 
This can be likened to a program to mend the 
machinery during a slack period — the ma­ 
chinery of a department of government, in this 
instance. 
It is the kind of government - administered 
help which all economists agree is genuinely 
helpful, because it provides both direct and in­ 
direct employment in private enterprise. 
It was done extensively in the ’30s. when 
hundreds of new postoffices were built. They 
were needed. They would have had to be built 
anyway. They constituted an ideal public work 
project, as they do now —- or as they can do 
now' if a program can be whipped into action 
in jib-time. 
Anything that might slow it down, like the 
string attached for an increase in inter-city 
postage to 5 cents, must be sidestepped. The 
first order of business is to hustle things to 
the point where orders for building materials 
and new equipment will provide re-employ- 
ment. 


Unanswered Questions In New York 


It still is not known how the New York City 


board of education policy of suspending all 


students accused of crimes of violence and in­ 


subordination will fit in with state compulsory 


education laws. 
State authorities have given tart notice to 
the New York City educators that they cannot 


shuck off wrongdoers without violating state 


law; that they are obligated to consider the 


wrongdoer as students until the latter have 


been committed to institutions. 
This is the legal question raised by the 
board’s position that its responsibility is to run 
schools for pupils who want lo be educated and 
to protect bona fide students from the actions 
of incorrigibles. It has declared that the incor- 
rigibles should be the responsibility of other 
public agencies; that they do not belong in the 
school system. 
In effect, it has taken a stand against in*

Since it originally stumped this 
expert, I rush to report that it 
comes from a booklet which has 
been causing much disturbance 
in labor’s inner sanctums. 


THE BOOKLET is e n t i t l e d 
“Unions and Union 
Leaders of 
Their Own Choosing.” 
Its conclusions would have been 
enough to provoke some curbstone 
cussing. But this was compounded 
by the fact that it was published 
and widely distributed in intellec­ 
tual circles by The Fund For the 
Republic headed by Dr. Robert M. 
Hutchins. The Fund can hardly be 
mistaken for a brother organi­ 
zation to the National Assn. 
of 
Manufacturers. 
Furthermore, this sharp outcry 
for union democracy — written in 
the fullest sense of old fashioned 
crusading pamphleteering — is the 
work of Clark Kerr, chancellor of 
the University of California. 
If Dr. Kerr needs any other im­ 
primatur as a friend and sympa­ 
thizer of labor, it need only be 
reported that he was one of the 
first chosen by Walter Reuther to 
serve on the United 
Automobile 
Workers’ Public Review Board. 
This is a seven-man committee 
of nationally prominent citizens 
to which any auto worker can turn 
for help if he feels he has been 
denied his rights inside the giant 
Auto Union. 


DR. KERR, therefore, is cer­ 
tainly grinding no one’s philosophi­ 
cal axe when he says: 
“The unions are different from 
corporations. They have not had. 
like our government, a long and 
successful experience in develop­ 
ing a system of checks and bal­ 
ances in limiting their sphere of 
endeavor, in defining and protect­ 
ing the internal rights of their 
members. Unlike the corporation, 
they are founded on the assump­ 
tion of internal democracy. 
“They are associations of indivi­ 
duals, not collections of capital 
funds. Moreover, increasingly they 
have a captive membership. It is 
usually not possible for a union 
member just to withdraw in pro­ 
test, without penalty, if he does 
not like 
the 
organization, 
its 
leaders or its policy. 
“We have here most frequently, 
a more or less compulsory organi­ 
zation with substantial impact on 
the lives of its members.” 


IT IS PRECISELY the friendship 
of this author'which makes AFL- 
CIO chiefs so sensitive to his rec­ 
ommendations and has begun to 
awaken in them — as it did this 
past week in their Executive Coun­ 
cil session in Miami Beach — a 
feeling that the “ all-out-for la­ 
bor” intellectual has finally re­ 
volted. 
Dr. Kerr’s proposals not only 
startled the national labor leaders

but have also had their impact 
on pro-labor congressmen. 
Dr. Kerr, for example, believes 
that unions should adopt a sort of 
city manager plan.

An Unlimited Limit 


By Raymond Moley 


Secretary of the Treasury An­ 
derson, an unusually frank as well 
as able public official, in a re­ 
cent statement before the Senate 
Finance Committee, said: 
“The Treasury operated very 
close to the 275 billion dollar limit 
during the fiscal year 1954, but to 
keep under the limit we had to 
adopt relatively costly expedients.” 
He went on to say that there 
was “somewhat more leeway” un­ 
der the temporary ceiling rise to 
281 billion in fiscal 1955 but again 
in fiscal 1956 the Treasury was 
scraping the ceiling and that now 
the problem is more acute than 
ever. 
An examination of what is meant 
by his expression “relatively cost­ 
ly expedients,” along with an ex­ 
amination of what the real debt 
amounts to. indicates 
that 
the 
ceiling itself is an “expedient” and 
not a very substantial one. 


THERE ARE certain practices 
(perhaps these are the “expedi­ 
ents” ) which have become habits 
—even well developed techniques. 
Here are four of these: 
1. Two or three years ago the 
Department of Agriculture through 
the CCC used its great piles of 
unneeded food and f i b e r , for 
which it paid out immense sums 
to farmers as collateral, to get 
loans from private banks. Appar­ 
ently this did not affect the debt 
limit. But it mortgaged govern­ 
ment property to get more money 
to spend. In reality government 
debt was actually increased, how­ 
ever. It seems that this method 
was so cumbersome and 
costly 
that it has since been given up. 
2. For a long time the Federal 
National 
Mortgage 
Association 
bought second mortgages, thereby 
helping the building trades in in­ 
creasing amounts. When the nar­ 
rowing margin of the debt limit 
became stifling, FNMA sold a part 
of these. Because of 
this, 
the 
agency did not need to make any 
budget request at all 
in 
fiscal

HERE THE “expedient” was in­

Can there really be a “summit” 
conference as the Soviet rulers en­ 
visage it?

he can make a “deal.” Not a 
word has been said in any of the 
exchanges of letters thus far about 
the fact that, under the American 
system of government, the “sum­ 
mit” is not reached when the pres­ 
ident alone participates. For the 
United States Senate is not bound 
by what a president pledges. 
At the Yalta Conference in 1945, 
the records show, Stalin discussed 
this very 
point 
with -President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. At one time 
the Communist dictator questioned 
what authority Mr. Roosevelt had 
and of what value any agreement 
would be, since no president can 
commit the Senate. 
Stalin cited the case of Presi­ 
dent Wilson, who attended a “sum­ 
mit” conference in Paris in 1919 
a. » signed the Versailles Treaty, 
which never was ratified by the 
Senate. Indeed, just before Mr. Wil­ 
son sailed for Europe in Decem­ 
ber 1918, a large number of sena­ 
tors signed a “round robin” pub­ 
licly warning foreign governments 
that a president of the United 
States cannot commit the United 
States Senate to any action. 


MR. ROOSEVELT, in his con­ 
versations with Stalin, conceded 
the point that no president could 
make any agreement relative to 
substantive matters such as boun­ 
daries of territory or matters in­ 
volving treaty commitments to in­ 
sure, for example, participation in 
the United Nations then being pro­ 
posed. 
The press has been filled in re­ 
cent weeks with dispatches from 
abroad indicating that the Soviet 
government is undertaking now to 
tell the United States just what 
kind of conference will be permit­ 
ted and it has been made plain 
that the Moscow leaders do not 
want the foreign ministers to hold 
a session in advance of the “sum­ 
mit” meeting for fear it would re­ 
veal the impossibility of any agree­ 
ments being subsequently reached. 
So 
Secretary 
Dulles 
himself, 
anxious to remove any technical 
obstacles, has just announced that 
a foreign ministers conference isn t 
necessary. 
But the Kremlin has chosen to 
ignore completely the fact that no 
agreements whatsoever — even 
when made by the president, with 
or without the secretary of state 
at his side — will be valid unless 
the Senate ratifies them. 
Nor does the Constitution limit 
the Senate merely to ratifying or 
rejecting what a president does 


when he makes an international 
agreement in the n a t u r e of a 
treaty. 
The Constitution says that the 
president “shall have power, by 
and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, to make treaties, pro­ 
vided two-thirds of the senators 
present concur.” 


THERE IS no question but that 
“advice” means the giving of coun­ 
sel during the actual making of 
the treaties. It could do no good 
after a treaty is signed. 
The president may reject the 
“advice” and go ahead and sign a 
proposed treaty but unless the Sen­ 
ate gives its “consent,” the docu­ 
ment is not binding thereafter on 
the United States in its relations 
with other governments and coun­ 
tries. 
As a consequence of the wording 
of the Constitution on this point, 
there has arisen in recent years a 
formula whereby two or more sen­ 
ators accompany the head of any 
important foreign mission which is 
negotiating a treaty of vital con­ 
cern to the United States. 
President Wilson was urged to 
let some senators accompany him 
to Paris and was severely criticiz­ 
ed for his refusal. Yet President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt disregarded 
the lesson of that episode and fail­ 
ed to take any senators with him 
to Yalta. To this day he is criti­ 
cized for that omission. 
If, to be sure, there’s to be a 
“summit” conference, it can hard­ 
ly be in conformity with either the 
letter or the spirit of the Constitu­ 
tion unless the Senate itself votes 
to send two or more of its mem­ 
bers to such a meeting to give the 
“advice” which the Senate is em­ 
powered to offer during the course 
of any treaty-making. 


CERTAINLY it will not be argu­ 
ed that the matters to be discussed 
at the “summit” meeting will not 
involve binding agreements and 
that consequently it isn’t necessary 
for the Senate to participate. 
For the whole world has been 
told that the “summit” conference 
is to be a means of solving the 
very critical problems that have 
arisen between the East and West, 
such as the scrapping of the NATO 
treaty in favor of a new treaty to 
include the Warsaw Pact countries 
and the withdrawal of American 
forces from foreign bases in ex ­ 
change for some pledge concern­ 
ing disarmament on the part of 
the Soviets. 
Plainly these subjects are more 
important today than the topics 
covered by any previous agree­ 
ments or treaties in the history of 
the United States. 
There can’t be truly a “summit” 
meeting, therefore, until the Sen­ 
ate votes to send its delegates to 
sit along side the President—and 
that step hasn t even been dis* 
cussed in the Senate, though the 
“summit” meeting could be im­ 
portant enough even for the m a­ 
jority and minority leaders them­ 
selves to attend. 
So far as the United States gov­ 
ernment is concerned, that’s the 
“summit.”
